CHARLES XII. had indeed pafs’d his 
Word, in 1700, not to intermeddle in the War 
then Breaking out, between Lewis XIV. and 
the Allies, It was thought, that the King of 
Pruffia, and the Eleéor of Hannover, had a Great 
Influence over the King of Sweden, and?
